LUBBOCK, Texas.—I have 
been thinking of writing you of 
our experience in the West. | 
This is a great country with| 
very interesting people. The 
customs, habits and general life | 
of the people are so_ different 
from what they are in the East 
that one feels like he is almost 
in another world. 


We took our leave of Cleve- 
land, Tenn., July 30, 1924, 
camping the first night at Day- 
ton, Tenn. It took till noon the 
next day to reach the summit 
of the big mountain; we took 
lunch at a spring gushing from 
the rocks of the mountain. A 
pleasant hour was spent gather- 
ing grapes and _ berries, birch- 

ood and flowers. Night found 
us in the heart of the mountain. 
We took supper in the commun+ 
ity where Sister Roscoe Cannon 
used to live and bought milk and 
butter from one of her old 
heighbors, 


The next night found us 
camping on the banks ofa 
beautiful mountain stream and 
just across from the camp lay a 
beautiful mountain city. While 
wife and I prepared supper the 
children donned their bathing 
suits and were having the time 
of their lives playing in the 
river, They took another splash 
while we were preparing break- 
fast. 

We spent a few hours in the 
historic city of Murfreesboro. 

At Nashville we spent several 
hours viewing the relics in the 
state house. One of the most 
interesting things I saw was an 
old Egyptian mummy who had 
lived in the days of the Phar- 
aohs. It is still in a perfect state 
of preservation. From the tow- 
er of this great building I locat- 
ed my route out of the city. An 
awful rain almost drenched us 
and made traveling difficult. A 
very sick girl added to the se- 
riousness of the journey. At 
one time I picked her up appar- 
ently dead, held her in my arms 
for at least five minutes before 
there was any sign of life. Fi- 





nally she gasped then began to 
breathe. We were crossing a 
river on a ferry boat, and had; 
to rest a long time before we 
could resume our travel. 

No one knows how to appre-’ 
ciate having saints to pray for 
you unless you had a similar 
experience. The people came 
out to help us with their reme- 
dies, but no one to help us pray. 
We traveled a few- miles and 
came to a big spring of cold 
water. It was hardly time for 


camping but we took it for a 
good place to camp and it was 
a beautiful place but not a good 
place to sleep. I don’t think I 
ever had such a battle with the 
little cousins as they say with 
their little wings, but it didn’t 
take them long to convince me 
they were my enemies. They 
lacerated me with their swords 
until it made sleep impossible. 

We could only travel from 
seventy to one hundred miles 
per day on the account of the 
weakness of our daughter who 
seemed to grow worse and 
worse, At Memphis we had a 
restful night in the tourist 
camp. Everything for the con- 
venience of the tourist is pro- 
vided by the City, electric lizhts, 
shower baths, plenty of wood 
and racks for cooking. The 
camp is laid off in lots with 
blocks and streets, end officers 
are on duty to protect the camp- 
ers. Near the camp is located 
the largest zoo in the South. 
The children were deliga‘fully 
entertained here for m «st cf the 
morning. 


Then across the great bridge | 
which spans the father of; 
waters we plunged into the dis- | 
mal swamps of the Mississippi. | 
Oh! horrors of horrors! The, 
feeling that comes over one as | 
the twilight gives way to the! 
shades of the night and the | 
frogs croak in the murky wat- | 
ers (almost the color of coffee) | 
of the swamps, ard _ the big! 
Galinippers (big mosquitoe) are | 
bumping you in the face. Some-. 
thing keeps you driving till late ; 
in the night, vainly hoping to 
find better conditions. And oh!; 
the water. I would have given : 
a dollar per gallon for some 
fresh water from the big springs 
around Cleveland, Tenn. | 

We stopped over a few days 
at Bro. Danehower’s for some 
rest, and met a bunch of saints 
in service. We had a good tine 
with them. On and on we went, 
over the hills and vales_ until 
we came to the rice fields of, 
West Arkansas. This is a beau-! 
tiful section of the country. The, 
rice is grown by irrigation. A' 
few hours’ drive brought us to: 
the eastern border of the great | 
state of Texas. One would! 
have thought they were in the 
pine hills of North Alabama but 
this soon gave place to level | 
belts of treeless “plains dotted: 
with beautiful farm residences 
and every few miles with cities 
and burgs with fine school 
buildings everywhere.
